Remarkable Sound Effects 
Enhance Latest Dix Drama 


The new Chapel, now under con¬ 
struction by the* Raymond Second 
Ward of the L. D. S. Church, will when 
completed be one of the finest, if not 
the finest church of its kind in the 
province of Alberta. It is of pressed 
brick and tile construction, and the 
architecture, while in a class bv itself 
borders on the old English. 

The main entrance will b * from the 
northwest cornor of the block ami the 
main doors will open into the rotunda 
which is the center of the building 
and from which the entrances load 
into the other parts of the*building. 
This is about 30 feet in diameter and 
this high ceiling goes to the second 
floor, with class rooms on the third 
floor. The stairways go up this part 
of the building to the top floors. 

The Social Hall which is the west 
wing, will be 32x84 feet, with a stago 
in the west end and. will be fitted 
with wagons or wheel platforms, so 
that if part eff an evening,is spent in 
program and the rest desird for 
dancing these wagons can be wheeled 
out. the benches or chairs loaded on 
them, and then pushed back under tho 
stago and the floor be clear for games 
dancing, or whatever the need may 
be. There will also be entrance from 
the outside to the -stage. 

The Assembly Room stands north 
and east from the Rotunda and is 
32x80 feet with a pulpit, etc, capable 
of seating 480 people without crowing 
and the floor gradually raised toward 
the back, being one foot higher in the 
rear than the front. 


The other wing, on the south-east 
of the rotunda is three stories high, 
but only a two foot drop is made here 
from the floor level of the other parts. 
This part is 44x48 feet and contains a 
baptismal font, lavatories. wash 
fully equipped kitchen. Relief Society 
room with fireplaces room with 
swinging doors for Boy Scout work 
all of which can be used for class 
rooms, and a Bishop’s rooms, and then 
additional class rooms on the other 
floors, making in all 18 rooms, 16 
of which may bo used for class work. 

The steam heating plant will be lo¬ 
cated under the Rotunda, in a room 
by itself, and being thus centrally 
located, heat can be sent into either of 
the three sections of the building 
immediately. 

The roof of the building will all be 
on the same level and the high win¬ 
dows will be supplied with chapel 

glass. 

The total cost of this structure will 
be $85,000. and this means that the 
members of the Raymond 2 nd Ward 
will have to raise $42,500. as their 
share of the cost. To assist in this an 
open-air dance has been suggested, 
and if held before the partitions and 
studding was put up 1000 cotfple could 
easily be accommodated, and the;

A twenty dollar gold piece that 
was Insured for a thousand dollars 
and that sold for twelve hundred 
waB recently shipped by Canadian 
Pacific Express. The coin was one 
of seven struck by the government 
In the Cariboo district at the time 
of the gold rush, it being thought 
that a mint coukl best be operated 
on the spot. This proved unecon¬ 
omical. however, and after seven 
pieces had been issued, the project 
wms abandoned. The coin in ques¬ 
tion was shipped by the S.S. Mout¬ 
dare to a numismatist in England. 

Over 97% of the total invest¬ 
ments of the Canadian Pacifc 
Railway and all its varied enter¬ 
prises are in Canada. 

Mod fruRs, except those indigen- 
•oe to the tropics, or sub-tropics, 
•re now grown in British Columbia. 
Apples, apricots, cherries, poaches, 
plume, prunes, neotarlnes, figs, 
loganberries, raspberries, strawber¬ 
ries. srrapes. almonds and other less 
hardy fruits and nuts are now 
grown commercially. Apples have 
been grown for 17 years, rising in 
wxlnroe of production from 220,000

With 99 arrivals scheduled at the 
Port of Montreal and Quebec dur¬ 
ing the 1929 season, the Canadian 
Pacific aets up a new record for one 
line sailing its ships via the St.

Elder, just cast of the Telephone 
Exchange is nearly finished and the 
first of the week will see Mr. Elder 
located in his new quarters. 


Heeding the motorists’ cry for 
better roads, th© provincial governm¬ 
ent will award contracts this week 
covering 168 miles of highways in 
various parts of the province. This 
is the first instalment of the program 
of road improvement this season. 

A stretch of 47 miles from Winter- 
burn to Seba beach,west of Edmonton, 
is on the program for this year. This 
will connect with the Stony Plain 
road now built, and be ready for 
gravelling next year. 

Standard earth grading will be done 
for 36 miles on the Stettler road, from 
Lacombe east to Nevis. A 12 mile 
stretch northwest of Gleichen will also 
be graded. 

The gravelling program includes 18 
miles from Inverlake west of Strath¬ 
more, to a point six miles east of 
Strathmore, and 30 miles of first 
course gravelling between Lethbridge 
and New Dayton, on the final section 
of the Sunshine trail. Then there will 
a contract let for 25 miles of second 
course gravelling from Cardston to 
Waterton. It is expected that there 
will be about fifteen further lots of 
road contracts on the program for 
summer and autumn. 

Members of the Alberta Motor 
Association are gratified over this 
extensive program of better highways. 
The organixation has given special 
attention to this need and is doing its 
part in aiding in the demands of the 
growing tourist traffic in this 
province.

BOSTON TO LOOK OVER 

TURNER VALLEY FIELD 

Three* Men I*und in Calgary After 
5,000 Mile Trip—See Field Friday 


Three boston investors landed in 
Calgary with a Travelaire cabin 
monoplane on Thursday afternoon at 
4:20 o'clock for the purpose of inves¬ 
tigating investments in Turner Val- 
- ley oil. The machine was piloted by 
Russel Boardman, owner, and its pas¬ 
sengers were S. P. Barrows and Clay¬ 
ton V. Sawyer, also of Boston. They 
arrived from Seattle, having made 
the trip in 3 hours and 20 minutes. 

Mr Boardman declared that they 
had flown from Boston across the 
United States to Los Angeles, thenre 
to Vancouver, Seattle and Calgary, 
covering 5,000 miles by air, for the 
prime purpose of visiting Calgary's 
great oil field. They will stay here for 
several days and will go east by way 
of Winnipeg, where they will investi¬ 
gate mining propositions in northern 
Manitoba. 

Fly to the Oil Field 

Mr. Boardman said that the party, 
along with some Calgary men, wou!d 
visit Turner Valley in their ship Fri¬ 
day and that while here they might 
take several side trips. The* journey 
from Boston had ben accomplishd 
without forced landing or mishaps of 
any kind.—Calgary Herald. 


COMPLETION OF JASPER HIGH¬ 
WAY THIS YEAR ASSURED BY 
FEDERAL AND PRO¬ 
VINCIAL GOVERNMENTS 

Urged as a primary necessity by 
the Alberta Motor Association, boards 
of tradeand other bodies for years, it 
seems that 1929 will see the completion 
of the Jasper Highway as a passable 
motor route between Edmonton and 
thepopular mountain resort. Further¬ 
more, it will mean that an important 
link has been completed in another j 
all Canadian route to the Pacific coast 

Announcements last week by Hon. 
O. L. McPherson, minister of public 
works for Alberta, and Hon. Charles 
Stewart, minister of interior at Ot¬ 
tawa,showed that realization of the 
Jasper highway is assured this year. 

The Alberta minister stated that 
this province was ready to undertake 
the completion of this highway if the 
dominion authorities would agree to 
finish the eightmiles on the park side. ! 
Providing the federal authorities 
would do their part, the province 
would complete its gap of about the * 
same length east of the park and , 
south of Obod. 

Alberta was also asking that auth- ; 
ority be given by Ottawa to enable 
this province to make necessary im¬ 
provements to the abandoned grade 
between Evansburg and the paj-k 
entrance. This work would include re¬ 
newing or replacing culverts, widen 
ing the grades and other recondition- 
ing for motor purposes. This is now j 
being taken up with Sir Henry Thorn- I 
ton, president of the C. N. R.., and 
Hon. C. A. Dunning, minister of rail- I 
ways. It was stated by the provincial 
minister that by the end of the season 
there would be a passably good raod, 
dirt of course, but this would be ready 
for a gravelled surface in the near 
future. 

The next day it was reported from 
Ottawa that Hon. Mr. Stewart had 
slated that the federal government 
would do its share in completing the 
park section of the road. He said work 
had been under way for three years 
and it would be finished in 1929. 

AI its conventions for several years 
past, the Alberta Motor Association 
has passed resolutions pressing the 
governments to rush completion of 
the Jasper highway. The fact that the 
goal has at last been reached is a 
further demonstration of the good 
work done by the Motor Association

oil. Quebec was second in 1927, produc 
ing 22,640 gallons, valued at $18,924. 
as compared with Novia Scotia’s 
57,264 gallon production valued at 
$53,130. New Brunswick produced 
12.489 gallons which valued at $12,226. 
British Columbia’s production so far 
is small. 

Cod oil, as dstinct from medicinal 
cod liver oil, is another by-product 
of the fishery industry which adds 
$90,000 or so to the annual fishery 
production, but oil obtained as a by¬ 
product of the British Columbia pil¬ 
chard fishery represents approximat¬ 
ely ten times that figure.
